Reduce the total tax for the year 


by one-fourth. Divide the remainder

CARE OF UNIVERSAL JOINTS 


NotM* in Unarm. Joint.. V*arty the Re*uh 


of Lack of Lubrication 


The other day an owner brought his ear into the service station 


and complained bitterly abort a datteriaf jolt hi* car had de- 
veloped when the clutch wu let in. aad noisy uneven running at 
low speeds. 
I KOI into the ear and drove a lew yards then asked 


the owner. "How lone n it since you created tne omveiMi jutui.: 
He turned to me, "LJm»er»al Joint*, what are they." This i* not 
an unttiual answer to this question for thovyndi of owner* never 
know there is such a thing a* a universal joint on their ear until 
it is broefht to their attention in the manner described above. 


This ignorance, however, will CO»t you money in repair bills. 
II 


these joint* are lubricated about every 500 or 600 miles they will 
not requite to be touched until the engine requires overhauling. 
Neglect them and before you have driven 5,000 miles they may 
have to be replaced. Few owner* of an automobile believe it, but it 
is a fact that if yoc would attend to the lubrication of the various 
moving parts at REGULAR intervals, they could easily reduce their 
repair bills from 50% to (fffi. 
It i* neglect to Kive a car regular 


attention that provides most of the work for the repair shops. 


Few owners enjoy petting en their backs and crawling under the 


ear. and that is what is generally necessary when you wish to attend 
to the Universal Joints. Moat owners lubricate all parts that are 
easily accessible, but where parts are difficult or awkward to get 
at. they are tempted to say—I think I will do tbat tomorrow, and 
and as you know, tomorrow never eomes. 
, 
Now where are the Universal 


Joints? There ar* neutrally two 
of then:, one at either end of the 
sliaft whkh connects the gear 
box to the back axle. They are 
of two types, the metal type and 
the fabric or leather type- With 
the fabric type there is no noise 
possible, but this joint requires 
careful watching to see that the 
bolts holding the fabric rings to 
the shaft are kept tifjht. If these 
become loose, trcul!.: ;;•-:;!;!>- de- 
velops and the fabric rings have 
to be replaced. 
, If yon notice a distinct jar, jolt 
or click, or as if a connection 
'were loose every time you let in 
the clutch, or if when you are 
driving slowly the car ran* with 
a jerky motion, yet the engine 
is firing regularly, you can be 
almost certain yon have a worn 
universal joint. To find out if 
this i* so, move gear lever to 
1st speed, jack up one of the rear 
wheel* and move it to and fro. 
If the joints are worn badly you 


will hear a click coming from them every time you move the whtfeL 
Of copse, there i* always a certain amount of play between the 
teeth in the crown wheel and drive shaft pinion, but this will not 
allow the wheel to move more than 2 inehea either way. 
If the 


movement is more than this, either the universal* are worn or ttae 
is too much play between crown wheel and pinion. The play be- 
tween these two gear* can be taken up .by an adjustment provided tor 
this purpose, but the adjusting should always be done by a good 
mechanic. If the gears are meshed too deep, a loud hum will come 
from the back side, while if they are not meshed deeply enough, there 
will be a lot of backlash and noise. 


If you drive yonr car with worn universal*, it put* a severe strain 


on every part of the transmission every time you let in the-clutch. 
The way to avoid all trouble of this land, is to take your grease 
gun about every 500 miles and crawl underneath the chassis and 
force some light cup grease into each universal joint, at the same time 
testing the bolt* holding the joints to the shaft to see that they 
are tight. 
If yon do this, yon will find that yonr car will run 


smoother and better and that replacement* will rarely be necessary 
until the car has been driven 20,000 miles or over.
